NATIONAL ELECTION OAY. 


Wby It'n the Tnenday After the First 


Monday In November. 


Why should the law prescribe "the 


Tuesday next after the first Monday 
In November" Instead of saying "the 
first Tuesday?" Like many other small 
things this provision Introduces an in- 
teresting picture of the past. 


Although 
the constitution requires 


the electors in all the states to meet 
and choose a president on the same 
flay, it was not until 1845 that a law 
was passed by congress providing that 
the electors should be chosen on the 
same day 
throughout 
the 
United 


States. When William Henry Harrison 
was the Whig camli'i'te, in 1840, New 
York began to vote <*. the first Monday 
In November, and the polls were kept 
open until Wednesday night. 
Election 


day in Massachusetts was the second , 
Monday, but before that d:iy, in thla j 
Instance, enough states had voted to de- 
cide the contest. The National Intelll-i 
gencer of that year re-cords that several 
thousand aged and iiillrm Whigs in' 
Massachusetts did not bother to go to 
the polls. 
I 


Delaware voted' a day 
later than I 


Massachusetts. 
Illinois, Indiana and 


Pennsylvania were among the early 
voting states. Alabama was one of the 
last. 
This diversity, combined with 


slow methods of transmitting news, 
left the election results In doul't for 
uzany days. 


The system was not satisfactory. The 


states that voted parly had an undue 
influence on the result. Especially was 
this true as communication became 
more rapid, and by 1H40 an enthusiastic 
editor told how the news from Pitts- 
burg had been brought to New York In 
thirty-five hours. 
"This," he added 


Significantly, "Is a sign of the times." 


Congress accordingly decided to es- 


tablish a uniform day. 
The original 


bill named the first Tuesday In No- 
vember, but It. was found necessary to 
harmonize this with the requirement 
that not more than thirty days should 
elapse before tbe meeting of the elect- 
oral colleges In the different states, 
which

Wednesday In December. When Tues- 
day is the first day of November, De- 
cember will have no Wednesday till 
the seventh. 
The Interval Is ihlrty- 


seven days. 
Tinier the law as it was 


passed in 1st", not more than twenty- 
nine days can elapse between election 
day and the first Wednesday lu De- 
cember, 
ruder the law of 1HS7 the 


electors do not inecr to give their votes 
until the second Monday in January. -

THE 
TONSILS. 


It It Not Known What Purpose Th«i«« 


Structures Serve. 


The tonsils arc two collections of 


(dandlllcG Htrnetnres at the back part 
of the month, one on each side, be- 
tween the plIlnrH of the palute. It Is 
not known what purpose they serve. 
Home have supposed that they nrreat 
the germs of disease which may be iu- 
hnled or tnknn In with the food, but 
they evidently can catch very few of 
the germs which rapidly pass them In 
the food or water or In the air which 
Is Inhaled, and It Is well they cannot, 
for they are themselves very Kuseepti- 
ble to disease, II.H Home sufferers know 
to their sorrow. Others have thought 
they Nerve nn evil purpose, acting as 
portals of entry for many disease 
germs Into tho body. 


The tonsils are very liable to become 


Inllanied. 
This condition constitute* 


tonsllltis, or, when an abscess forms, 
(|iiinsy. 
Young persons, over 
fifteen 


and under thirty, are most subject to 
Inflammation of the tonsils, although 
chljdron and even those well along In 
life may suffer. It occurs with special 
frequency In those whose tonsils are 
enlarged and ummlly In persons who 
are "run down" in general health or In 
whom the power of resistance has been 
lowered as n result of worry or over- 
exertion. 


Tho extra Htudy In preparing for a 


dlfllcult examination In school or col- 
lege and the anxiety concerning the re- 
suit not uncommonly bring on an at- 
tack of quinsy, especially In those of n 
so called rheumatic tendency. 


There are various klndu of tonsllltls, 


but tho symptoms of all aro quite sim- 
ilar In the beginning. Tho patient fee In 
111, ban chilly sensations, loss of appe- 
tite, more or less headache perhaps, 
constipation, feverlahness and n feel- 
Ing of discomfort or actual pain In the 
throat. Hoon the fever becomea high, 
the throat Is dry, swallowing Is pain- 
ful, there Is often more or less earache, 
and tho patient seems seriously 111. 


Huppnratlon may or may not occur. 


The pain and throbbing aro most se- 
vere, whan It doe's. 


TIio attack lasts usually from two or 


three days to a week and Is apt to ter- 
minate qulto suddenly, although If but 
ono tonsil has been affected recovery 
may be delayed by an extension of the 
Intlaniinatton to (he other tonsil. 
In 


that case tho whole tiresome process 
must bo gone through with again. 


Tho dlseii.so Is almost always serious 


enough to require tho physician's care, 
for tho treatment calls for Internal 
remedies as wi'll as local applications. 
Whatever olso Is done, tho bowels 
should bo kept open from tho begin- 
ning of tho attack.—Youth's Compan- 
ion.
